Q Very Rare Old American Pistol made by C. Bechtler, 
0 North Carolina. Believed to be the only specimen known. 

60. PERCUSSION PISTOL, marked "C. Bechtler, 
North Carolina." The two barrels, made from a single 
piece of steel, are back to back with butts together and 
extend in opposite directions at an obtuse angle. A mor- 
tice through the centre admits two hammers and the trig- 
gers. The trigger guard forms a main spring for each 
barrel and that one spring actuates both triggers. Calibre, 
.28, five inches in length over all. A well-made piece, showing 
skillful handwork. 

The maker of this rare piece, a character of great interest 
to the American Collector, is well-known among numismatists 
as having coined upwards of $2,000,000 in gold coin between 
• 1831 and- 1840 at Rutherford, North Carolina. "An English 
traveler, G. W. Featherstonhaugh, in 1847, published an ac- 
count of a visit to Bechtler and his son and said of them : 'As 
gunsmiths, he and his son were pre-eminent for their ingenu- 
- - . ity.- They had invented various ingenious modes of firing rifles 
eight times in a minute. One with a chain for sixty caps re- 
volving by a catch of the trigger was very neatly constructed 
and very curious.' " " _
